During the Great War a yonng 
American officer confined in a Ger¬ 
man prison furnished his captors 
with a remarkable evidence of Yan¬ 
kee ingenuity and cleverness. Before 
enlisting, the yonng man had been 
employed in the chemistry depart¬ 
ment of a large iron industry and 
possibly his experience there helped 
to explain his clever resourceful¬ 
ness. 

One' morning, just at dawn, a 
guard on one of the outer walls, 
happening to glance toward the cell 
occupied by the prisoner, saw his 
hands apparently moving back and 
forth around one of the bars of his 
cell window. An officer was sum¬ 
moned and prisoner and cell search¬ 
ed. All that was found was a short 
piece of braided string, the ends of 
which wete tied to two small pieces 
of wood. Nevertheless, when the 
steel bars at the window were ex¬ 
amined two of them were found saw¬ 
ed almost through, a mere sliver of 
steel at the top and bottom serving 
to hold them in place. 

When the prisoner realized that 
his plan was frnsfAted he made a 
frank explanation. The apparently 


interest in the historic place and sub¬ 
scriptions came in to have the house 
bought and removed to a better site.
